Thirty years of experience in 
fruit growing at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station has shown 
that apples, plum 8 and cherries 
are most successful when the 
trees are in trunkless or bush 
form. Experience has also 
taught us that one-year old 
trees can be trained into trunk¬ 
less foims much more easily 
than older material. Fruit trees, 
two years and older,* frequently 
have their basal buds or branch¬ 
es rubbed off which makes it 
impossible to encourae the 
growth of desirable branches 
necessary for trunkless trees. 

Th ^ first step in training the 
fruit trees into trunkless forms 
consists of cutting back the one- 
year old whips to one third their 
length. Then for two years no 
more pruning is done so that tli 2 
basal buds can grow and branch 
out. In the spring of the third 
year after planting, five of the 
basal branches are selected for 
the main branches of the tree. 
These five branches must not 
be directly opposite one another 
nor on the same level but should 
be distributed as uniformly as 
possible around the common 
axis. All other branches are cut 
away as well as the original 
trunk which is cut back to the 
highest of the five selected 
branches. If the five main bran¬ 
ches have a tendency to lean 
away from one another, a string 
tied around them is helpful in 
encouraging them to grow more 
upright. 

Care ol the trunkless trees 
in later years consists primarily 
ot the removal of sucker growth, 
occasionally cutting back the 
rapid whippy growth of the 
main branches and the removal 
of brandies that crowd the fruit 


bearing parts of the tree. Oc¬ 
casional pruning has not only 
been found to improve the ap- 
pearance of the fruit trees but 
it has Also prolonged their use¬ 
ful nes as fruit liearcrs and their 
yielding capacity The most ob¬ 
noxious branches and those that 
should lie removed are the ones 
that cross over others, those 
that grow into the tree instead 
of out and those that hav»e no 
apparent purpose such as one or 
two bmaches originating at the 
same place. 

Trunkless fruit trees have 
suffered injury during severe 
winters at this Station, but in 
most cases this injury has nev¬ 
er affected the general form of 
the tree. Standard trees, how¬ 
ever, with their high headed 
trunks have in similar winters 
been mortally injured. 

The dwarf character of the 
trunkless fruit trees, however, 
based on results obtained at 
this, as well as other prairie 
Experimental Stations, ar e that 
this type of fruit tree begins 
fruiting sooner after planting 
and yields larger quantities of 
fruit per tree than any other 
form of fruit tree grown.

Herendon, O., (U.P.)—Amer¬ 
ica s farm fences are going along 
with the march of time. A sin- 
gle strand of electrically-charg¬ 
ed barbed wire is displacing the 
old type four to six-strand wire 
fence and other multi-assorted 
barriers. 

The controller unit is auto¬ 
matic. Neither rain nor mow 
affects its operation. Through a 
highly perfected series ol djc- 
tric apparatuses, the current 
from a light socket or battery is 
controlled in voltage. It may be 
turned high or low, on or off, 
thus allowing for safety and ef¬ 
fectiveness in holding livestock. 

The wire is rigged high en¬ 
ough so that cattle may graze 
for weeds underneath ol the 
weeds may be cut with a mower, 
eliminating fence-line weeds! 
Expensive fences, too, are elim¬ 
inated. A single wire the width 
of a gate, a gate hook and spring 
are all that are needed. 

Actual operation of the fence 
is simple. The livestock touch 
the wire, establishing a contact 
with the ground, and after find¬ 
ing out the wire's potency rarely 
have again the desire to “war¬ 
der.” 

The line fence is dangerous 
only when connected directly to 
a power line. There i s no dan- 
er when the current passes 
through a controller unit.

c. edit theory. ’
